Result  of  Operations — Continued 

In  arriving  at  the  operating  results  of  the  General  Revenue  Fund,  revenues  are  reported  on  a cash  basis,  being  the 
actual  receipts  in  cash  within  the  fiscal  period,  whereas  expenditures  include  liabilities  incurred  but  not  paid  at  the  end 
of  the  fiscal  year.  In  other  words,  revenues  exclude  accounts  receivable  but  expenditures  include  accounts  payable. 

The  operating  results  shown  above  are  subject  to  the  undernoted  qualifications: 

(a)  As  at  March  31,  1959,  unmatured  debentures  aggregating  ^23,500.00  had  not  been  surrendered  for  ex- 
change under  the  provisions  of  the  1945  debt  reorganization  programme.  Interest  thereon  has  been  charged 
to  expenditure  at  the  rates  provided  by  the  programme.  No  interest  has  been  provided  subsequent  to  June 
1,  1945,  in  respect  of  matured  debentures.  As  at  March  31,  1959,  matured  debentures  aggregating 
^11,060.00  had  not  been  surrendered  for  redemption  under  the  1945  debt  reorganization  programme. 

(b)  Under  provisions  of  The  Public  Service  Pension  Act  and  The  Temporary  Provincial  Employees  Retirement 
Act  all  contributions  are  credited  as  revenue  to  the  General  Revenue  Fund  of  the  Province  and  payments 
required  under  the  Acts  are  made  through  appropriations  therefrom.  The  payment  of  all  benefits  under  the 
Acts  is  guaranteed  by  the  Government  of  the  Province  of  Alberta.  The  pension  plans  are  therefore  on  a 
current  cost  basis  and  no  liability  is  shown  on  the  attached  balance  sheet  in  respect  of  present  or  future  benefits 
payable  under  the  Acts.  An  actuarial  survey  is  required  to  determine  the  Province’s  liability  under  the  Acts. 

(c)  Remittances  to  the  General  Revenue  Fund  by  the  Treasury  Branches  exceeded  earnings  by  ^419,919.80.

Subsidies: 

Under  the  terms  of  the  Alberta  Act,  the  Province  receives  certain  annual  subsidies  from  the  Government  of  Canada. 
The  capital  value  of  these  subsidies  is  not  shown  as  a liability  on  the  balance  sheet  of  the  Government  of  Canada  and 
has  therefore  been  excluded  as  an  asset  from  the  accounts  of  the  Province,  although  there  is  a definite  annual  obligation 
on  the  part  of  the  Government  of  Canada  to  pay  certain  fixed  amounts.  For  the  purpose  of  information  only,  the 
capital  sums  which  at  5%  would  yield  the  revenue  accrued  in  1958-59  are  shown  hereunder:

Under  the  terms  of  the  Natural  Resources  Agreement  the  Government  of  Canada  transferred  to  the  Province  on 
October  1,  1930,  87,676,890  acres  of  land,  including  6,406,694  acres  of  unsold  school  lands  held  in  trust,  together  with 
the  benefit  of  all  mines  and  minerals  of  the  Province  formerly  vested  in  the  Government  of  Canada.

The  Tax  Collection  Suspension  Act,  1957: 

Under  the  terms  of  Chapter  93,  Statutes  of  Alberta,  1957,  the  Provincial  Treasurer  was  authorized  and  empower- 
ed to  execute  on  behalf  of  the  Province  an  agreement  with  the  Government  of  Canada  providing  for  the  suspension 
by  the  Province  of  levying  and  collection  of  income  tax  on  individuals,  succession  duties  and  certain  corporation  taxes. 
Under  the  terms  of  the  agreement  the  Province  will  receive: 

(a)  The  yield  of  standard  taxes  as  undernoted: 

(i)  10%  of  the  Federal  Tax  on  personal  income.  (13%  for  the  fiscal  year  commencing  April  1,  1958.) 

(ii)  9%  of  the  taxable  corporate  income. 

(iii)  50%  of  Federal  Succession  Duties. 

(b)  An  unconditional  equalization  payment  in  an  amount  sufficient  to  make  up  the  difference  between  the  per 

capita  yield  of  the  above  standard  taxes  and  the  weighted  average  of  the  yield  of  these  taxes  in  the  two 

provinces  having  the  highest  per  capita  yields  (presently  Ontario  and  British  Columbia) . These  equalization 
payments  are  unilateral  in  nature,  requiring  no  agreement  on  the  part  of  the  Province,  and  have  been 
authorized  by  the  Federal -Provincial  Tax  Sharing  Arrangements  Act. 

The  agreement  also  provides  that  payments  to  the  Provinces  shall  not  fall  below  certain  guaranteed  minima. 

The  Province  received  an  amount  of  ^46,340,800.00  during  the  period  under  review.  This  amount  is  subject  to 

adjustment  upon  final  determination  of  population  and  the  yields  of  the  Standard  Taxes. 

General 

During  the  year  a continuous  pre-audit  was  maintained  of  all  expenditures  from  the  General  Revenue  Fund.  In 
addition,  revenue  of  all  departments  and  books  and  accounts  of  all  boards  and  commissions  are  subjected  to  post-audits 
by  my  representatives.  Bank  balances  were  verified  against  bank  certificates.  Securities  aggregating  ^431,818,023.31 
were  examined  and  found  in  order.  Every  assistance  was  extended  by  officials  of  the  several  departments,  boards  and 
commissions  to  facilitate  the  work  of  my  representatives,  and  all  information  requested  was  promptly  given.

I have  audited  the  books  and  records  of  the  Workmen’s  Compensation  Board  for  the  year  ended  December  31,  1958. 

Result  of  Operations 

Operations  for  the  year  under  review  resulted  in  a provisional  surplus  of  ^291,466.27  in  respect  of  1958  and  a 
provisional  surplus  of  ^508,851.15  in  respect  of  1957  and  prior  years,  details  of  which  are  shown  on  Statements  No.  36 
and  No.  37  respectively.  The  provisional  results  have  been  consolidated  on  Statement  No.  35  and  carried  to  operating 
reserve  as  shown  on  Statement  No.  34. 

In  arriving  at  the  operating  results  in  respect  of  Class  13-2,  the  fiscal  year  of  which,  for  the  Board’s  purposes,  is  the 
first  of  November  to  the  following  thirty-first  of  October,  assessment  revenue  applicable  to  the  twelve-month  period 
ending  October  31,  1959  and  all  expenditure  during  the  months  of  November  and  December,  1958  have  been  deferred 
to  the  next  fiscal  period;  and  revenue  of  1957  applicable  to  the  twelve-month  period  ending  October  31,  1958  and  all 
expenditure  during  November  and  December,  1957  deferred  as  at  December  31,  1957  have  been  brought  into  account 
in  order  to  show  all  transactions  in  their  respective  periods. 

Assessment  revenue  shown  on  Statement  No.  36  includes  the  net  adjustment  estimated  to  be  required  when  all 
payroll  audits  in  respect  of  the  period  under  review  have  been  completed. 

Rebates  due  employers  who  entered  into  arrangements,  approved  by  the  Board,  for  furnishing  medical  aid  to 
employees,  are  estimated  to  amount  to  ^6,620.00  and  have  been  charged  against  assessment  revenue. 

Payments  for  medical  services  in  respect  of  accidents  of  1943  and  prior  years,  amounting  to  ^10,044.94  have  been 
charged  to  the  reserve  for  rehabilitation. 
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STATEMENT  No.  3,^— Continued 

During  the  year  under  review  provision  for  silicosis  in  an  amount  of  ^140,216.00  shown  on  Statement  No.  36  has 
been  charged  only  to  those  classes  that  have  experienced  silicosis  as  an  industrial  disease. 

Assets 

Assessments  receivable,  less  reserve 

Assessments  receivable  have  been  increased  by  ^772,685.20  being  the  net  adjustment  estimated  to  be  required  when 
all  payroll  audits  have  been  completed  in  respect  of  the  period  under  review.  The  reserve  for  doubtful  assessments 
receivable  amounted  to  ^46,778.49  at  December  31,  1958  and  is  considered  adequate.  During  the  year  under  review 
accounts  totalling  ^9,305.46  were  written  off  as  uncollectible.  Recoveries  of  accounts  previously  written  off  amounted 
to  ^854.63. 


Investments 

Investments  are  held  in  safekeeping,  under  joint  custody  of  two  officials  of  the  Board,  at  the  Bank  of  Montreal, 
Edmonton,  and  were  verified  by  actual  examination.

The  net  revenue,  ^483,342.48,  is  shown  on  the  above  Balance  Sheet 
under  the  above  caption. 

Estimated  merit  rebates 

Merit  rebates  to  be  allowed  in  respect  of  the  year  1958  could  not  be  determined  prior  to  the  closing  of  the  Board’s 
accounts,  but  provision,  in  the  amount  of  ^1,048,025.00  has  been  made  as  an  estimate  of  requirements.

Claims  pending  and  unf mailed  claims 

The  liability  in  respect  of  the  above  is  an  estimate,  based  on  opinions  of  officials  of  the  Board  and  the  experience 
of  certain  previous  years,  of  the  amount  required  to  meet  all  costs  in  respect  of  claims  pending  and  unfinalled  claims 
with  the  exception  of  those  costs  chargeable  to  the  reserves  for  silicosis,  rehabilitation,  disasters  and  enhanced 
disabilities,  and  those  in  respect  of  self-insurers’  employees. 

Pensions 

An  actuarial  evaluation  of  the  Board’s  liability  with  respect  to  pensions  was  made  as  at  December  31,  1953.  Based 
on  the  assumption  that  interest  earnings  would  be  maintained  at  the  required  capitalization  rate  of  3%,  which  has  been 
the  case,  the  amount  provided  by  the  Board  in  respect  of  the  pension  liability  as  at  that  date  was  sufficient  to  meet 
requirements. 

Silicosis 

There  is  no  basis  upon  which  an  opinion  could  be  formed  as  to  the  adequacy  of  the  reserve. 

Reserve  for  rehabilitation 

Pension  awards  to  dependants  of  single  workmen  fatally  injured  prior  to  1952  have,  pursuant  to  1952  amendments 
to  the  Act,  been  charged  direct  to  the  reserve  for  rehabilitation. 

As  stated  elsewhere  in  this  report,  payments  for  medical  services  in  respect  of  accidents  of  1943  and  prior  years 
have  been  charged  to  the  reserve  following  the  transfer,  as  at  December  31,  1948  of  the  amount  standing  to  the  credit 
of  the  reserve  for  medical  aid  to  the  reserve  for  rehabilitation. 

Expenditures  for  rehabilitation  charged  to  the  reserve  during  the  year  amounted  to  ^61,072.79  as  shown  on  State- 
ment No.  43. 

Total  capital  expenditures  to  December  31,  1958,  for  the  rehabilitation  clinic,  amount  to  ^1,976,323.52  and  have 
been  charged  to  the  reserve.  These  assets  are  not  reflected  on  the  above  Balance  Sheet. 

Provision  for  the  reserve  for  the  period  amounted  to  ^208,918.00. 

Reserve  for  disasters 

Reserve  for  enhanced  disabilities 

There  is  no  basis  upon  which  an  opinion  could  be  formed  as  to  the  adequacy  of  these  reserves. 

Reserve — Section  33-{l),  (k) , {1943  Act) 

The  reserve,  which  under  Section  44- (8)  of  the  1948  Act  is  to  be  transferred  to  the  Accident  Fund,  is  presently 
being  held  to  provide  for  adjustments  required  under  Section  33- (1),  (k)  and  with  respect  to  pensions  suspended 
during  the  war  years  and  paid  into  the  reserve  under  Section  33- (1),  (L)  of  the  1943  Act. 

Operating  reserve 

The  reserve  represents  the  balance  at  credit  of  classes  after  provision  for  reserves  as  shown  on  Statement  No.  34. 

General 

The  Board  has  a contingent  liability  for  pensions  in  respect  of  service  on  the  Board  by  commissioners  for  which 
pension  is  not  payable  under  The  Public  Service  Pension  Act. 

Subject  to  the  foregoing  remarks,  I certify  that,  in  my  opinion,  the  above  balance  sheet  is  properly  drawn  up  so  as  to 
show  the  true  financial  position  of  The  Workmen’s  Compensation  Board  as  at  December  31,  1958  according  to  in- 
formation and  explanations  given  to  me  and  as  shown  by  the  books  of  the  Board  and  the  accompanying  statements  of 
revenue  and  expenditure  correctly  set  forth  the  results  of  operations  for  the  year  ended  at  that  date.

31,  1959. 

The  Alberta  Government  Telephones  Commission  was  established  under  authority  of  Chapter  85,  Statutes  of  Alberta 
1958  to  acquire  all  the  assets  and  assume  all  the  liabilities  of  the  Alberta  Government  Telephones  as  at  April  1,  1958. 

Operations  for  the  year  resulted  in  a net  income  of  ^2,217,142.76  after  providing  ^3,150,622.32  for  interest  on 
telephone  debt  and  ^4,267,125.60  for  depreciation  and  renewal  reserve  and  ^108,308.14  being  the  net  operating  costs 
in  respect  of  the  radio  station  CKUA.  The  net  income  was  carried  to  the  surplus  account  from  which  was  appropriated 
^262,974.13  for  the  acquirement  of  capital  assets  leaving  a balance  of  ^1,954,168.63  in  the  surplus  account  as  at 
March  31,  1959. 

The  Government  of  Canada  treasury  bills,  ^1,736,932.50,  were  held  in  safekeeping  by  the  bank  and  were  verified  by 
certificate  from  the  bank.  Alberta  Government  Telephones  Commission  debentures  held  as  an  investment  at  a cost 
of  ^504,345.00,  par  value  ^531,000.00,  were  held  in  safekeeping  by  the  Provincial  Treasurer  and  were  verified  by 
actual  examination. 

Pension  and  death  benefit  fund  assets  are  subject  to  the  comments  in  the  certificate  attached  to  the  Pension  and 
Death  Benefit  Fund  Balance  Sheet.

The  branch  balance  sheets  as  at  March  31,  1959,  certified  to  by  branch  managers,  were  examined  and  consolidated 
with  Head  Office  records.  Transactions  applicable  to  the  year  reported  after  preparation  of  branch  statements  are  not 
reflected  in  the  accounts. 


Currency  on  hand,  cheques  on  chartered  banks  and  items  in  transit  were  certified  by  branch  managers.  The 
balance  on  deposit  with  the  chartered  bank  was  verified  by  certificate  from  the  bank. 

Loans  and  advances  include  loans  outstanding  as  at  March  31,  1959,  overdrafts  in  depositors’  accounts,  bills  dis- 
counted and  items  in  overdue  bills. 


Advances  totalling  ^3,529.74  were  written  off  during  the  year  under  review  while  recoveries  of  advances  previously 
written  off  amounted  to  ^1,361.37.  Provision  for  uncollectible  accounts  in  the  amount  of  ^425,000.00  was  made,  leav- 
ing the  allowance  for  bad  and  doubtful  debts  at  ^1,267,386.54  as  at  March  31,  1959.  The  allowance  is  considered 
inadequate  for  its  purpose.
